England for purpose "Pleasure and study", In his application 
dated June 4,1968, at Boston, he stated his intention to 
depart from New York via "air" about June 20, 1968 for a stay 
of two months, This passport was valid for three years' 
travel to all countries except Cuba, Mainland China, North 
Korea, and North Vietnam, By operation of law, effective 
August 26, 1968, the validity of this passport was extended 
to June 5, 1973,
